Meetings of the Board: 


Semi-annual meetings of the 
Board authorized and required by

Examinations for Registration:

Engineer-in-Training 
Examinations: 


Examinations for enrollment of 
engineers-in-training only are given 
annually М the Board between the 
first day of March and the first day 
of June at Columbia, Kansas City, 
Rolla and St. Louis. Examinations 
for enrollment are also given on the 
first day of the examinations for 
registration at Jefferson City, which 
is the first Monday in October each 
year. Fee for examination for en- 
Tollment, as fixed by law, is $5.00 
which must accompany an applica- 
tion for enrollment. Payment of 
this fee entitles an applicant to one 
re-take if he fails all or either part 
of the examination. The examina- 
tion for enrollment is a one-day 
examination. 


Statutory Duties of the 
Board Include: 


1) Consider and act upon applica- 
tions for registration; 


2) Examine charges against regis- 
trants and dismiss charges found 
to be trivial; fix the time and 
place for hearings on charges 
not so dismissed; give to the ac- 
cused at least thirty days’ notice 
in writing of the time and place 
of hearing, together with а true 
copy of the charges against him; 


3) Permit an accused registrant to 
appear in person, or by counsel, 
and cross examine the witnesses 
against him; subpoena and com- 
pel attendance of witnesses in 
his defense; and subpoena and 
compel the production of books, 
records and documents as evi- 
dence on behalf of the accused; 


4) Keep a record of the evidence 
and proceedings at all such 
hearings.

Professional Development 


There have been a number of com- 
ments received regarding House Bill 
No. 348 providing for the integration of 
the Architectural and Engineering pro- 
fessions with their respective State As- 
sociations. People naturally resent being 
forced to do something even when they 
know it is Юг their own good. 

We think the following article which 
we have borrowed from the Journal of 
the St. Louis Engineer's Club and which 
originally appeared in The Registration 
Bulletin (quarterly publication of the 
National Council of State Boards of 
Engineering Examiners) is apropos. 
(We have changed the wording “Engi- 
neer” to “Architect.”) 

"It is impossible to over-emphasize the 
fact that technical competence is the 
necessary but not the sufficient con- 
dition for becoming a professional archi- 
tect. There must be developed, in ad- 
dition, certain personal characteristics, 
qualities of personality and of character, 
which will establish unmistakably a 
feeling of trust, confidence, and loyalty 
in man-to-man relationships. 

“Active participation in the affairs of 
a local architectural society or branch of 
a national society offers many oppor- 
tunities for becoming acquainted with 
the professional men of a community. 

“Most societies arrange for young 
men immediately to share in the те- 
sponsibilities of committee work. Par- 
ticipation in meetings of professional 
groups provides an excellent opportunity 
to discuss the canons of ethics and the 
responsibilities of members of the рго- 
fession to the public. 

“Every architect should be familiar 
with the laws governing the registration 
of professional architects in the state 
where he practices.” 

House Bill No. 348 does not affect 
any man who is presently registered and 
applies only to those registered after 
enactment of the law. We hope that it 
will make the registrant feel his re- 
sponsibility to the profession at large. 


We think that when the purposes and 
scope of the proposed bill are fully 
understood it will find general ac- 
ceptance. 


Code of Ethics in State Law 


Missouri State Senators INoble and 
Hatcher have introduced a bill in the 
State Legislature amending the Archi- 
tects and Engineers Registration Law in 
several important respects. The bill has 
been endorsed by the Missouri State 
Association of Registered Architects and 
the Missouri Society of Professional 
Engineers. 

For the first time in the history of 
Missouri, it is hoped that some of the 
important aspects of the ethical practice 
of architecture, long endorsed by the 
A.LA., can be spelled out in the Regis- 
tration Act. 

This should be another step forward 
in our continuing efforts to improve the 
practice of architecture, to protect the 
public from the unscrupulous, and to 
raise ever higher the professional stand- 
ards which every client has a right to 
expect from his architect. 

The bill also more clearly sets forth 
the responsibilities assumed by an archi- 
tect or engineer when he affixes his 
seal to a set of plans. It states that the 
seal shall be the legal equivalent of the 
signature of its owner, and that the 
architect or engineer who affixes his 
seal to one or more sheets of a set of 
plans or specifications shall be responsi- 
ble for the whole architectural or engi- 
neering project unless he attaches a 
statement over his signature specifying 
the particular documents intended to 
be authenticated by his seal and dis- 
claiming responsibility for those affect- 
ing other parts of the project. 

"This again should increase the stature 
of the profession, require higher stand- 
ards of practice and protect the public 
from partial, incomplete, and unsatis- 
factory service.
